LOST LIVE MINES.—DISCOVERY OF ONE LEADS TO A TRAGEDY: During the experiments by the torpedo school ship “ Vernon” in the Solent some weeks 
ago, some submarine mines were lost, and the Admiralty issued a warning to mariners. Last week a telegram reached the Thorney coastguard from Wittering saying that a i" 
capsized yacht was floating along the shore. The Thorney coastguard put out, and the Selsey fishermen also launched a boat. The wind was blowing half a gale, and a heavy sea 
was running. The coastguard found the object—not a capsized yacht, but, it is believed, one of the lost mines—somé two miles out, but as the soa was too heavy to allow 
towing, the boat turned back.

There is always a 
certain amount of satisfaction about a 
really good gingham; but, after all, 
expensive umbrellas are only suited to 
very careful people, and those who 
are in any danger of lósing their um- 
brellas through negligence or absent- 
mindedness would do well to content 
themselves with cheaper kinds. A 
very smart umbrella at a reasonable 
price—namely, 8s. 11d., is made of 
Levantine silk. This silk, especially 
when bordered, has a very neat ap- 
pearance, and the mounts, whether 
knob, erook-shaped, or straight- 
handled, are set off with silver, and 
combine to make a very elegant um- 
brella. Smart ones at 6s. 11d. can also 
be recommended, with durable covers 
and pretty mounts, among which the 
popular duck’s head finds a place.

Have ready some lambs’ tongues cut 
into three lengthwise from root totip, 
some slices of lean ham, a few 
pistaehio kernels, and spring onions 
chopped fine. Lay the tongues onthe 
lamb, scatter pepper and salt over, 
also mint and a little onion, and more 
pistachio kernels. Roll up the meat, 
sew up the ends, and secure with a 
fine string into a good shape as a long 
roll. Flour thickly, roll up in acloth. 
At the bottom of the pan arrange the 
bones of the lamb, trimmings of 
tongue, with a bouquet of herbs; 
place the roll on these and on the top 
put more bones, etc. 
warm water or stock, bring to the 
boil, and simmer very gently for three 
hours and a half, skimming when 
necessary. Take up, place on a board, 
put another board on thetop with 
weights on it. When cold, scrape off 
all fat: after removing the cloth, 
trim off the ends and take away the 
string.
